Leonldas Polk, tall and straight as an arrow,
Was  the orderly sergeant of my ocompany.
Sotupulonsly striot dn the discharge of his
duties, retiring in his muuners, and w devout
member even then of the Eplscopal Church, he
invariubly commanded the respect of us all,

BOBERYT B, LME,

Robert B, T.ee held the two offices in the corps
Usually filled by the best soldiers of the oluss—
'reeani-Major and Adjutent. He discharged
the guuies of these offices with zoal and fdellty,
personul uppearunce surpsssed in mm.ry
auby that of any other ondet in the corps.
hough firm 1o his position and perfectly erect,
be bad none of the stiffness so olten assumed by
men who affect to be sery striot in thelr wdens of
what 1s military. His limbs, beautiful and sym-
metrical, lovked us though they had come from
A turming-lathe; his step was as elastic as if he
fspurned the groond upon which he trod. He
was noted among his olass-mates ns o great sto-
dent, and as having passed through the
trylng ordeal of » milltary school with-
out s gingle demerit mark. (I genc-
nﬂ_{ got _one bundred and ﬁft{ [ F ‘)
During Beb Lee's stay at West Polnt, |
am satlsfied he never swore an oath, tasted a
drop of ardent spirita, nor used “‘the weed” in
any shape or form. The same virtues of ubsti-
nence mn& be attributed to Charles Mason; but
I think “*Charley” ocosslonuliy let slip an oath;
at least he looked as if he did. Mason was in
Lee's cluss, and intellectually bad no superior
at the Point. How well I can recollect his
bﬂ%ht, plercing eye, gleaming and “snapping”
with excitement as he stood at the black-boar
demnnrstrunnlg some fintricate and beautifu
mathematical problem ! Mason enrly left the
army, and has since songht and gained that
distinetion in oivil life which his talents and

ure character entitled him to. He was for a
ong ime Commissioner of the Patent Office,
chosen for his scicutite attainments, and filled
with abllity for several years a place on the
Bupreme Bench of lowa.

B. W. BRICE.

Another prominent cadet i Lee's class was
B. W. Brice, He was high ng ns n soldier, but
low down ns a student; very handsome, full of
wit and humor, and always ready for fun and
frolic. Everybody liked bim, and was glad to
call Ben Brice his friend, He was ot “our set,”
and considering the cirecum:tances, it is wonder-
ful he ever reached the office of Paymaster-
Genersl United Btates Army, which he now
holas, and the duries of which he discharges
with masterly ability,

JOE JOMNETON,

Joseph E. Johnston had a great deal of the
militury spiriv that pervaded the corps, and
which was mfused by Major Worth, He was
not remarkable for his studious habits, and
belonged to & fast set, of which I mysell was un
active member. Few of that set escaped arrest,
confinement, and court-martial. Joe Johnstoun
was one of those genial spirits that gave zest to
a cadet’s life, Full of ambition and a desire 10
excel, he was yet ever ready to join s sconting

arty to Buttermilk Falls, the residence of the
Pmmortal Benny Havens, His appearance was
very military, and when under arms no man
lﬁed more the soldier. He was very expert ln
the manusal of arms, and carried his musket so

erpendicolar that it leaned a little too much to
Ehe front, Thmﬁwh we recoguized his talents
then, we little dreamed be had the military
geniug he bas sinee displayed as o commander,

JOHN B, MAGRUDEE.

My old friend and class-mate, Joh n B, Magru.
der, was perhaps the most elegant and distingus
onadet at the Academy in that day, and I do Lot
belleve West Point has ever had his equal, He
was & first-rate soldier, of flue appearance, and
very strict when on duly as “‘officer of the day,”
never falling to report the slightest violation of
regulations, even though the delinquent was
his most intimate friend and room-mate. This

trait in his character I have reason to know
from persunal experience, Joun was for the
corps the “arbiter of things clegant, the glass
of fashion,"

A ETORY ABOUT WINDER.

At the Military Academy everything was in-
yariably done in'exactly the same way, aud the
septiment of “'the corps” was ulways decidedly
op to anything like innovation upon es-
tablished forms and customs. For example,
the commander of the eveniug parade took up
his position at s certain time, about sixty paces
distant from the centre of the line. He then
folded his arms ncross his chest, and remained
motionless ns & statue untll the sdjutsnt in-
formed him that the parade was formed. He
then, with preater deliberation, dropped his
arms, and with lus ht hand gracefully
waved the adjutant to his plsce. As soon as
the adjutant him he drew his sword,
passed 1t d ally morois his breast, and
olutehed it pear the point with his left hand, The
battalion was then carried through the manual,
brought 1o an “‘order srms,” aud Lhe ndjutant
yeccived an Intimation that he could publish
‘4he orders and dismiss the parade, Now, the

ghtest deviation from the established mannor

performing all these detsils would have

ught down upon the hesd of the offender
the wrath of the whole corps, LieutensvtJohn
H. Winder (sfterward Brigadier-General Winder,
of the Confederate Btates army), whose tralning
bad been under a tolally different systom, re-
turned to the Point, after an sabsence of ten or
twelve years, as assistant instructor of tactics.
The first evening he took gommand of the
parade he lounged oot o his ition and
assuwmed an ensy attitude, resting himself on one

leg, his arms dro by his side. Instantly a
lg’t‘lrmur n tupm t{rou h the lines, The
Lieutenant thereupon b himself up and

shouted “Attention!” This for a moment pro-
duced qnialil and enabled the adjatant to
with the ceremonles; but the mo-
ment Winder drew his sword, and plaged the
blade against the hollow of his shoalder instead
of aoross bis breast, and spread his feet asunder
instead of having bis heels together on the same
line, the corps broke ont fnto yells and Inughter,
snd such was the uproar that nothing the
worthy Lientenant could do to resiore order
as of any avall, lo vain be sbhouted, “If the
Xle-cloaer- don't do their duty, I'il arrest them,
by G—4." Thie only increased the commotion,
for we were unnoonstomed to swearing on
parade, and finally he was obliged to dismiss the
. the different companies hallooing and
o 08 they marehed off. This demonstrs-
tion of the cadels soon brought the Licutennnt’s
together, folded his arms on his hosom,
and crossed his sword over his chest, Winder
was al bottom » verr’ kind-hearted man; there
was a great deal of good in him, though at
times he was rather fussy, and “ecussed” some.

The “Oath of Kallnski."”

In the bill of indictment in the Berezowski
case, mentlon was made of & work on Poland
found in the pocket of the patelot which he
hiad left in pawn at the Mout de Picte to buy
powder for his pistol. There wns & page turned
down and marked, containing the “‘oath of
Kalinsk1.” Kalinski, who It sppears was a
shoemnker by trade, was one of the popular
leaders of the insurrection of 1794, headed by
Kosciusko, The patriols who hind prepared the
rising bound themselves by n solemn oath to be
true and faithiul Lo the cause, and to each olher,
The oath runs as follows: —

“] —— swear, iu the presence of God, of the
whole world, and of the Polish nation, as well
as to Kosoinsko, the supreme chiel of the
national military forces, that I will be falthful
to my country and its defender whenever | am
called upon; and I swear to obey all orders 1
receive from him, and to execute them faith-
fully. I will do no wrong to any citizen who
takes a part in this insurrcotion, and I shall
prevent any one who may wish to do the slight-
est injury to thia class of citizens, 1 swesr to
keep secret the object of our patriotic conspi-
racy, and never to inform acainst any one who
takes purt in it, 1 will seek by all the means in
my power to ald my fellow-citizeos in our com-
gpiracy, and to commence the national struggle
al the earliest moment possible. Should
foreign power arrest the conspirators, I will
take revenee immediately. Jewear to combat
the enemles of my country to the last hour of
my lite: and if vniortunately I should ever be-
tray this couspiracy for my country, I declare
that in every circumstunce and in every place |
shall submit to the death reserved for the vilest
truitors. May God, the Haly Trinity, sud Jesus
Christ s0 help me.”

The London Cuitom House,

The Loundon Costom House 18 an extensive
establishment, Besides the clerks and other
officers who labor in-doors, it employs 1149 men
in the various out-door departments, of whom
868 are stationed io London and 208 at Graves-
end, Thiz number includes 851 out-door otficers,
200 watermen, 66 messengers, 20 watchmen, 4
constubles, 2 doorkeepers, and 22 men who form
the crew of the revenuescutter. The officers
during the year ending Jane 00, 1867, boarded
10,816 vessels on wrrivel, guarded 4767 vessels
outward bound, and 14,870 Hehters aud barges
in the Thames river, In England & man bolds
his custom house position tor life, and the
medical oflicer of the London establishmant
reports that the foree has during the year 1546
lost 690 men; out of which number 14 deaths
have occurred, 16 were superanonunted from
various canses, 28 were promoted into other de.
artments, 2 were dismissed, and 2 resiened,
JJ.'Iu- mean dally number on the sick list was 25
per o nt. of the whole foree, and the mean dury-
tion of cach case aboutl eighteen doayvs. This
body of men enjoyed a remarkable exemption
from cholers, and though hving In localitivs
gpecially attacked, one death only occurred
nmong them from this dlsease, which was so
gevere in London last year,
